The  legislative  sessions  of  the  past  week 
have  been  largely  occupied  with  questions 
and  explanations,  the  opposition  appearing 
to  be  determined  lo  keep  the  government 
on  the  defensive.  In  view  ol  the  strength 
of  the  opposition  and  the  determination  of 
tiie  ministry  to  hold  its  position  as  long  as 
possible,  there  can  he  but  slight  hope  for 
constructive  legislation  this  year.  The  pre- 
sent slate  of  the  customs  anil  other  public 
offices  rentiers  a  reorganization  urgently 
necessary,  but  commerce  must  wait.  The 
annual  reports  of  the  several  departments 
were  presented  on  the  151(1  and  16H1. 
From  the  general  abstract  published  in  an- 
other column  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total 
appropriations  for  next  year  amount  to 
I7'i,(>7'i,55IS4no,  while  the  revenue  is 
estimated  to  produce  150, 761). 500$,  show- 
ing an  apparent  deficit  of  25,907,051  J.(tio. 
From  tins  it  would  seem  that  all  hopes  of 
"balancing  the  budget"  have  been  relin- 
quished. 


heaviest  loser  by  these  impositions,  and  it 
lias  not   been  until  a  comparatively  recent 
date    that    the    courts    have    recognized 
the    substantial    difference    between     the 
patents  which   were   held    and  the  factory 
names   anil    trademarks   employed.     Hun- 
dreds of  oilier  manufacturers,  however,  have 
been    made    to   suffer  in  exactly  the' same 
way,  and   it   is  a  satisfaction   lo  note    that 
a    way   lias   at    last   been  found  to  protect 
them.     There  are   perhaps   half  a  score  of 
other  popular  sewing  machines  whose  trade 
names   and    marks    have    been    stolen    by 
unscrupulous  manufacturers  and  which  are 
now    sold    in    this   city   as    genuine.     Not 
only  are  the  original  manufacturers  losing 
the  sales,  but   they  are  suffering  in  reputa- 
tion because  of  the  cheap,  inferior  articles 
soltl  under  their  names.      No  just  govern- 
ment ought  to  permit  such  a  practice  any 
more  than  it  ought   to   permit  open   theft 
and  counterfeiting.     Every  man's  name  and 
trademark  should  be  held  as  sacred  as  his 
signature,    anil  especially  so  when  he  has 
spent  time,  money,  ability  and  well-directed 
industry  to  establish  for  them  a  good  rep- 
utation.    In    the   interests    of    commercial 
integrity  ami   the  security  of  personal  pro- 
petty,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  preliminary 
decision    of   Dr.    Macedo    Soares    will    be 
speedily  conftrme  1  by  the  Relacao  anil  the 
principle   be   thus    firmly    established    that 
illicit  trading  on  another  man's  name  ami 
reputation  is  not  to  be  permitted. 


An  important  decision  affecting  com- 
mercial mimes  and  trademarks  has  just 
been  rendered  by  the  judge  of  the 
8th  criminal  district  of  this  city,  Dr.  Macedo 
Soares,  which  lias  more  than  local  interest. 
Some  time  since  suit  was  brought  by  the 
representative  of  the  Singer  Manufacturing 
Company  against  Messrs.  Max.  Nolhmann 
&  Co.,  merchants,  for  importing  and  sell- 
ing sewing  machines  marked  and  called 
"Singer"  machines,  which  were  of  German 
manufacture.  Although  the  patents  on  the 
Singer  machines  had  expired,  it  was  claimed 
that  the  trademark  anil  names  used  were 
the  property  of  the  manufacturers  ami  could 
not  be  used  by  the  defendants.  Alter  due 
consideration  of  the  proofs  and  arguments 
offered,  the  judge  decided  that  the  accused 
are  guilty  of  an  illegal  use  of  the  com- 
mercial names  ami  marks  employed  by  the 
plaintiff  company,    and    ordered    that    the 

representative    of   that    I'm nnetl    in  the 

process   be   imprisoned   ami   charged  with 
the  costs.     At   the   same   lime    the  judge 
appealed   the  case   to  the  RelacSo  for  con. 
firmation    of   the   sentence.     A  short  time 
ago   Ibis   same  judge    rendered    a    similar 
decision   against  it  shoe    dealer  who   was 
selling  an  article  under  the  designation  of 
"Calfado  Clark,"  which  had  been  imported 
into  this   make!  fur  the  express  purpose  of 
profiting  by  the  reputation  established  by  the 
old  and   well-known  house  of  Clark  &  Co. 
It    was    objected    that    the    manufacturer's 
name  was  "Clarke,1'  instead  of  "Clark."  but 
the  judge  held  that  the  use  of  this  name  in 
the  manner  proved  was  contrary  to  law  ami 
was  designed  to  delude  unsuspecting  people 
into  the  purchase  of  an  article  different  from 
that  so  long  advertised  under  the  designa- 
tion used  by  llie  plaintiffs.    These  decisions 
mark  a  very  importanl  change  in  the  opera- 
tion of  law  against  people  who  seek  to  live 
upon  the  established  reputation  of  others. 
The  Singer  Co.  has  perhaps  been  by  far  the 
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lalerial  of  the  Annua]  Report,  as 
the  woik  of  die  Mission  continues  for'lhc 
most  part  the  same  from  year  to  year.  But 
so  far  as  your  Committee  can  ascertain,  it  is 
by  this  steatly  insistance  in  the  objects  for 
which  it  exists  that  that  work  becomes  better 
known  and  more  respected. 

The  Missioner,  who  pays  some  30  or  40 
visits  a  mouth  to  the  various  ships  in  port, 
is  rarely  refused  permission  to  board.  In' 
lact,  in  ease  of  many  ships  returning  from 
tune  to  time  to  Rio,  an  omission  on  his 
part  to  make  the  usual  visit  is  at  once 
remarked  and  commented  upon,  so  familiar 
have  bis  visits  to  the  ships  now  become. 

Mr.  Hooper  has  carried  on  through  the 
year  his  usual  Sunday  services  afloat.  At 
some  ol  these,  contingents  of  captains  ami 
men  have  come  from  six  or  eight  different 
ihips  and  met  on  board  some  central  vessel 
lor  the  common  worship.  On  one  oc- 
casion the  congregation,  so  constituted 
amounted  to  eighty  persons.  This  spirit  o'f 
combination  among  ships  for  flic  common 
bond  of  worship  is  a  feature  of  great  in- 
terest and  deserves  to  be  much  commended 
and  encouraged.  Mr.  Hooper  visits  not 
only  English  and  American  ships,  but 
those  also  ol  Norwegian  ami  Swedish 
nationality,  where  he  always  finds  a  very 
ready  welcome. 

The  Mission  Room  has  been  opened 
daily  lor  the  use  ol  sailors  ashore,  ami  the 
Sunday  ami  week-day  services  have  been 
lor  the  most  part  well  attended.  During 
the  present  great  Ileal,  however,  it  has  been 
found  impossible  10  get  the  men  together 
for  these  purposes.  The  weekly  evening 
"free  and  easy"  has  also  from 'the  same 
cause  been  completely  neglected. 

In  September  Mr.  Hooper  applied  lo  the 
Committee  for  an  increase  of  salary.  After 
deliberation,  the  Committee,  in  considera- 
tion ol  Mr.  Hooper's  circumstances  and 
his  efficient  services  to  the  Mission,  decided 
Ihut  the  application  was  not  an  unreason- 
able one,  ami  granted  an  increase  of  to* 
per  month,  bringing  his  salary  up  to  200S 
his  will  explain  the  larger  sum  debited  in 
tins  years  accounts  to  the  "  Missioncr's 
salary. ' 

At  the  same  meeting  the  subject  of  the 
proposed  Mission  ship  was  discussed  at 
length,  and  appeared  to  be  beset  with  many 
difficulties.  The  rival  claims  of  the  sailors 
who  remain  afloat,  whom  the  .Mission  ship 
would  mainly  affect,  and  ol  those  who 
leave  their  vessels  ami  stay  ashore,  to  whose 
rescue  the  present  Mission  principally  lends 
itself,  the  possibility  of  maintaining  both 
branches  ol  the  work  simultaneously,  were 
'illy    weighed    ami    considered,     but 


whole  question,  which  is  one  of  great  in- 
terest and  no  small  difficulty,  still  remains 
to  be  faced  and  answered. 

During  the  year  Mr.  J.  H,  Bellamy,  an 
old  friend  of  the  Mission,  on  leaving  for 
England  kindly  volunteered  to  do  what  he 
could  to  forward  the  interests  of  the  Mis- 
sion at  home  ;  and  a  letter  recently  received 
from  him  shews  that  he  has  already  met 
with  some  success. 

The  Committee  desire  once  more  to 
record  their  thanks  to  the  South  American 
Missionary  Society  in  London  and  to  Kd- 
wartl  Gotlo,  Esq.,  The  Logs,  Hampstead, 
for  their  generous  contributions,  and  to  all 
other  subscribers  for  their  continued  support 
of  the  Mission.  Thanks  are  also  due  to 
those  friends  Who  have  kindly  forwarded 
gills  ol  literature  or  clothing  for  the  use  of 
the  Mission  ;  and  such  gifts,  especially 
those  of  old  clothes,  would  again  be  very 
thankfully  received. 

Nor  can  they  forget  their  continued  in- 
debtedness to  the  Editor  of  the  Rio  News 
for  his  gratuitous  aid  in  printing  the  Re- 
ports and.  other  matter  connected  with  the 
Mission.

May  14,— In  the  Senate  Barao  de  Santa  Helena 
took  his  sent.  The  premier  explained  ministerial 
changes  and  Visconde  de  Onto  Preto  his  motion  to 
adjourn  pending  these  explanations.  The  premier 
replied  and  Senator  Silveira  da  Molta  also  spoke. 
The  discussion  was  adjourned.  In  the  Chamber 
various  requests  for  information  were  submitted. 
Deputy  AfTonso  Penna  presented  an  interpellation 
for  information  as  (n  the  recent  loan  of  the  province 
of  Minas  Geraes,  to  which  the  prime  minister  is  lo 
reply.  The  rest  of  the  session  was  occupied  in 
eulogizing  the  late  Barao  de  Colegipe  and  deceased 
members  of  the  Chamber. 

Mayjj,—  In  the  Senate  a  communication  from 
the  department  of  empire  offering  to  place  at  the 
disposition  of  Senalor  ignacio  Martins  all  the 
documents  referring  to  the  matters  as  to  which  he 
moved  lor  information,  at  the  department,  seemed 
to  incense  Visconde  de  Ouro  Preto  who  could  not 
bcheve  his  ears  upon  hearing  it  read,  and  considered 
it  should  not  he  received.  There  was  no  quorum, 
but  the  matter  will  lead  to  great  discussion  later 
on.  In  the  Chamber  upon  motion  of  Deputy 
Alfonso  Celso  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to 
examine  all  the  Loyo  contracts,  general  and  pro- 
vincial. The  ministers  of  finance,  empire,  war  and 
...  read  their  relatorbs  and  the  premier  ex- 
plained  ministerial  changes.  Deputy  Gomes  de 
Castro  replied,  and  the  premier  again  spoke. 

May  i(y.—\\\  the  Senate  the  dispatch  from  the 
...mister  of  empire  came  up  and  Senators  Iguacio 
Martins  and  Visconde  de  Ouro  Preto  were  very 
severe  in  their  criticisms.  The  premier  disclaimed 
for  himself  and  his  colleague  any  intention  of 
.....mding  senatorial  sensibilities  and  the  matter 
was  concluded  by  riling  the  document.  Sr.  Ignacio 
Martins'  motion  for  information  then  came  up  and 
the  premier  spoke.  In  the  Chamber  the  minister 
of  foreign  aflairs  and  of  agriculture  pio  tern  read 
Ins  relatorios.  The  election  of  committees  was 
proceeded  with,  but  suspended  for  want  of  a 
quorum. 

May  i-j.-An  the  Senate  Sr.  Ignacio  Martins 
spoke  m  defense  of  his  request  for  information ; 
nut  does  not  appear  lo  have  produced  any  new 
arguments.  Hie  premier  declared  that  he  could 
not  reply  to-morrow,  but  would  upon  a  proper 
opportunity.

The 
election  of  committees  Has  completed,  and  Deo- 
uties  Spmola,  Andrade  Figueira,  Ratisbona  and 
Allouso  Celso  spoke  on  the  project  of  the  law 
declaring  May  131b  a  national  holiday.

Kwliank  da  Camara,  director  of  the  D.  Pedro  TI 
railway,  so  thai  Ihe  drawing  of  lots  for  the  instal- 
lation of  the  arbitration  court  could  be  proceeded 
with,  which  court  will  definitely  resolve  as  lo  the 
meaning  of  clauses  25  and  33  of  the  concession 
granted  by  Decree  No.  1,759  "f  April  26th,  1856, 
for  the  construction  of  the  railway  from  Santos  to 
Jundiahy  (S,  Paulo  railway  company),  treated  of 
in  the  dispatch  dated  May  41I1  of  last  year  from  the 
department  under  my  charge  lo  the  legation.  And, 
considering  that  lo  this  formality,  subject  to  jus- 
tifiable delay,  is  not  applicable  the  period  of  three 
months  fixed  in  clause  25  of  the  said  agreement  of 
1873,  which  refers  expressly  to  the  non-response  of 
one  of  the  parlies  lo  a  dispatch  of  the  other,  or 
which  should  omit  lo  nominate  its  arbitrator, 
hypotheses  which  are  not  verified,  because,  in 
season,  [he  government  accepted  ihe  arbitration 
and  made  the  nomination  provided,  Y.  *Ex.  acted 
correclly  in  declaring  lo  ihe  company  that  the 
question  could  not  be  considered  settled  tinder  the 
said  clause  25,  as  was  pretended  and  was  explained 
to  me  by  Y.  Ex's,  telegram  of  the  gtli  inst.  and 
yeslerday  received. 

—The  clause  of  Art.  25  in  ihe  contract  above 
referred  to,  reads  an  follows:  —"In  case  of  one 
parly  not  responding  to  ihe  notification  (aviso)  of 
the  other,  or  failing  lo  nominate  his  arbitrator 
within  Ihe  period  of  three  months,  the  question 
will  be  considered  as  settled  according  to  the 
demand  of  the  party  which  offered  to  establish  the 
arbitration  court,  and  to  whom  the  other  failed  to 
satisfy  the  demand  for  a  formation  of  [he  same

For  some  time  the  manager 
and  agents  of  the  company  have  been  called  upon 
to  pay  a  lax  for  "exercising  a  profession,"  ami  the 
Treasury  has  just  now  decided  it  correct  on  an 
ppeal  from  the  company.  Those  who  make  cm 
racts  with  Ihe  Brazilian  government  should  make 
a  note  of  this.
